Citing what he asserted to be “cold­ 
blooded facts” tp show executive re­ 
sponsibility for many evils, Senator 
Tillman said:

“Once relieved ‘the malefactors of 
great wealth1 will smile in triumph 
over their victory, while labor will find 
itself no freer than before. 


“It is a battle between predatory 
wealth on both sides, with the power 
and prestige of the president thrown 
Into the balance in behalf of his favor­ 
ites. 


“Violation of civil service rules, per­ 
nicious activity of government offici­ 
als, bold and unblushing efforts to dic­ 
tate his successor in the White House 
or compel his own renomination for a 
third term, are conspicuous factors of 
the situation.” 


“The people, poor simple souls, read­ 
ing the special pleas and sophistical 
excuses of editors are led to believe 
the president alone is honest and 
patriotic” said Mr. Tillman. 
“They 
believe religiously that the senate is 
corrupt and the house debauched and 
that the policies,—'my policies'—which 
are so exploited in the press must pre­ 
vail and become law before and relief 
can be obtained.” 


Mr. Tillman reviewed the events of 
the recent currency crisis and charged 
Wall street with many misdemeanor». 


"The profits of this nefarious stock 
mongering 
have,” he 
said, 
“found 
their way into the pockets of the very 
men who with the evil results of their 
fraud manifest pose as ‘saviours' and 
'uncrowned kings,' and are lauded to 
the skies when they were really try­ 
ing to save themselves from the disas­ 
ters which threatened to overwhelm 
them along with their deluded vic­ 
tims. One of these 'saviours' had done 
more than any other of the money 
kings to deluge the stock market with 
watered Btock."

Countess Angelica von Königsbrück, 
a member of one of the most distin- 
guished Saxon families. 
Posing as a 
wealthy Rumanian 
land owner, 
he 
married her at Genoa in 1S9S. 
The 
ceremony 
was performed 
before 
a 
fashionable gathering by the Arch- 
bishop of Genoa. 
The bride's large 
dowery 
was 
exhausted 
during 
the 
honeymoon. 
A child was born to the 
couple in Switzerland. 


After a duel with the brother of 
another 
lady this adventurer 
went 
to America again 
and returned 
to 
Paris as the Prince Lahovary, bring- 
ing with him the proceeds of a jewel 
robbery in Philadelphia. Subsequent- 
ly he went to Berlin and 
proposed 
to an American ]aáy. 
Incidentally 
he ransacked 
the hotel 
bedrooms. 
When the relatives of the lady de- 
manded 
financial 
guarantees 
the 
Prince was arrested 
for a 
robbery 
at Genoa. 
He was tried in Berlin. 
He shammed insanity and 
deceived 
the experts so completely that he was 
sent to an asylum^ 
He escaped from 
this 
institution 
after 
gagging 
and 
binding the warder. 


He next visited the Klondike and 
afterward returned to Italy, married 
a rich 
French woman 
and settled 
down to write his memoirs. 
He was 
suffering, he wrote, from an incur- 
able disease, and only regretted that 
he had- to leave his "angel of a wife 
and two pearls of children." 
The 
Countess von Königsbrück, had 
ob- 


ert, explored North Africa, Spain and 
a great part of the American conti- 
nent, and enjoys abroad high 
rank 
as a poet and a painter. 
Ho is. be- 
sides, a linguist of rare attainments. 
His poems entitled 'Entre Nous' havo 
elicited the highest commendation of 
the press of Europe and the United 
States, and havo run through 
eight 
editions.

Wales, President Grevy. De Lesseps 
and 
other 
eminent 
personages 
are 
members, 
and 
is 
connected with 
other artistic and literary bodies in 
this country and Europe. 
He has 
a wide reputation as a pistol shot, 
one of his feats reported in Galig- 
nani of last November having been 
the hitting of a target 
249 
times 
running at twenty-two paces, and he 
is entirely at homo in the 
hunting 
field." 


De Leuville did write a book of 
verses, and ho is said to have been 
a good pistol shot. 
The whole story 
of his lineage was emphatically de- 
nied. 
His pretensions to wealth and 
social status in Europe 
were 
pro- 
nounced to have no foundation. 
No 
doubt he had persuaded Mrs. Leslie 
that all the statements she put out 
were true. ' They 
were 
quite 
in 
keeping with the gorgeous tone of 
his imagination 
when 
he 
regarded 
himself. 


In spite of all this Mattering no- 
tice Mrs. Leslie did not marry 
the 
Marquis, although she spoke of him 
always in the highest terms of praise. 
It was not until 1901 that Mrs. Leslie 
married Willie Wilde, a brother of 
Oscar Wilde, and it was stated then 
in London despatches that Mrs. Les- 
lie and 
William Rene 
Lorncourt, 
Marquis 
de Leuville, 
had declared 
their intention of becoming married 
in August, 1899, and again in July, 
1890. 
It was on the occasion of the 
latter date that it was supposed that 
they wero shortly to be married. 


After the marriage of Mrs. Leslie 
to Willie AVilde the "Marquis" went 
into bankruptcy ;.nd quit London. He 
retired to 
the Continent 
and was 
there for somo years. 
Of his "later 
activities not much is known. 
He 
was reported 
to be the son of 
a 
barber who had assumed a title that 
did not belong to him.

It was not until 1901 that Mrs. Leslie 
married Willie Wilde, a brother of 
Oscar Wilde, and it was stated then 
in London despatches that Mrs. Les­ 
lie and 
William Rene 
Lorncourt, 
'Marquis 
de Leuville, 
had declared 
their intention of becoming married 
in August, 1S99, and again in July, 
1890. 
It was on the occasion of the 
latter date that it was supposed that 
they were shortly to be married. 


After the marriage of Mrs. Leslie 
to Willie W'ilde the “Marquis’1 went 
into bankruptcy ;.nd quit London. He 
retired to 
the Continent 
and was 
there for somo years. 
Of his “later 
activities not much is known. 
He 
was reported to be the son of a 
barber who had assumed a title that 
did not belong to him. 


In his personal appearance “De 
Leuv/le* was a preposterous dandy 
of the “Prince Regent” type. 
Ho was 
extremely flat and flabby and palpably 
wore a corset several sizes too tight. 
His hair was oiled and curled. 
The 
rim of his hat was too much curled 
and the cut of his clothe^ was far too 
modish. 
Hsi gloves and spats were 
aggressive 
and 
his 
cane 
fairly 
screamed for notice. 
His manners 
and conversation were equally gaudy.

Mars makes her orbit 
around the sun in a little more than 
CSO days, therefore the seasons are 
almost twice as long as they are with 
us. The atmosphere of Mars is rich 
in watery vapors. 
Oceans can be 


seen, and at the poles thick ice, which 
meits when 
summer 
comes.

variations ia temperature 
are ex- 


treme. 
Mars receives only half as 


much solar heat as our globe does. 
The sun appears half as large, and 
the nights r.ecelve their light from 
two moons, which are smaller than 
ours— Deimos and Phobos. 


The weight is such that one of our 


kilograms would oniy weigh three 
hundred and seventy-six grams there. 
A maa is only able to carry his own 
weight on his back. Transported to 
Mars, he could carry three times as 
much, something like two hundred 
and twenty-five kilos. la taking ob- 
servations o£ Mars through the tele- 
scope, one can see a distinct red 
disk, marked with more or less bril- 
liant spots. Some of the spots which. 
are greenish are the oceans, other 
very red ones are the 
continents, 


greater in extent than the oceans, 
which Is the opposite to the way the 
earth Is disposed. 
The most bril- 


liant spots are the Ice-covered re- 
gions of the poles, and. the clouds 
are almost equally bright. The at- 
mosphere of Mars is more transpar- 
ent than ours, and its sky Is Incom- 
parably clear. 


The waters of Mars are more di- 


vided and distributed in Inland seas 
joined by long arms, which are some- 
times Incur'ting, but oftenest almost 
rectilinear, and which mark the bril- 
liant surface of the planet with dark 
lines, just as the line OL lead divides 
the panes of glass In our church win- 
dows. All these dark lines form a 
pattern which Is relatively symmetri- 
cal, and which does not seera to have 
been made by chance. 
A plan so 


regular must have been designed, and 
for a long time the observers of Mars 
have been disposed to consider these 
lines as canals dug by the inhabitants 
of the planet for the needs cf their 
civilization.

PROGRESS OF THE PILGRIM 
TO SCENES OF HIS YOUTH 


How He Found a Shrunken But, None the Less, Real Joy In OIJ

But it M'as not progress that I had

even in old age, he was usually sei^n 
driving to or fr.-r i hid model farms 
In a vehicle which must h u w ante- 
dated the one-hoss shay. 
And he 
eeldum passed A\iijiout some ono re- 
lating how, wl.tn a misguided ram, 
;:ot being Iji l o-siJon t j ha a\\ed by 
his counteniinc 
juade the conven- 
tional attack, he expanded to his full- 
est height and, with his favorite ex- 
j)lc-tlve, 
thi;,::dered 
"Continental 
clam, sheepi 
'What do you mean?"

I' The writer has but recen'iy re- 
turned fzjom a visit to the homo of 
his youth with a bundle 
of such 
pleasant memories that he is tempted 
to set them down as a stimulus to 
the remembrance of others who look 
back upon early da\s in a small town. 


In the first part of the journey 
thither, repeated 
efforts 
failed 
to 
conjure up anything like a full and 
definite picture of the place. 
But, 
BUddenly, as so often happens, the 
mists of memory 
cleared, and it 
seemed as though I had never been 
atcay. 
This almost theatrical change 
causing me to look about with sur- 
prise, I became ouickly aware that 
the train had swung int' the be- 
ginning of what we used to call "The 
Happy Valley.'* 
AVlth a sigh of con- 
tent, I sank back iuto comfort of old 
adjustments, with a sense of their 
completeness that could come only 
from a knowledge of later 
malad- 
justments to compare them with. 


This valley, 
perhaps 
a 
hundred 
miles long and from a dozen to a 
score of miles wide, is walled in by 
blue mountain ridges of from twelve 
hundred to two thousand 
feet in 
height, their bases sweeping nearer 
or further and their sky lines high- 
er or lower in a series of almost sym- 
metrical curves. The same restrained 
variety characterizes the surface of 
the valley, which billows and rolls 
throughout like a solidified section 
of midocean. 
The mountains, foot- 
hills and small patches of the valley 
are still covered with oak and chest- 
nut, pine and cedar timber, 
which 
makes spring time delightful and the 
autumn splendid. 
Eljewhere all Is 
fertile farm land, squarely fenced or 
marked with low walls of ever avail- 
able limestone, which also provides 
firm, 
smooth roads stretching away 
In every direction over hill and mead- 
ow. 
Many farm houses and barns 
are built of this stone, softened with 
the 
mellowness of 
years. 
Later 
structures of local brick with slate 
roofs.seem scarcely less sturdy. 


This same pleasant variety of sur- 
face and solidity of building char- 
acterizes the town itself. 
Cheerful 
two-aud-one-half-story houses, of red 
brick, with green shutters still pre- 
vail, 
although 
about 
the 
central 
square and along the business blocks 
the height is usually greater. 
I well 
remember the builder of the first 
three-story house in town. The first 
four-story structure was reared in 
my boyhood. 
Its completion 
was 
celebrated with 
fireworks 
and the 
first electric lights seen in the town. 
Now there are even cut stone bank 
fronts, and they 
are 
building an 
apartment house and a five-story de- 
partment store. 
Near the edges of 
the town, where the dwellings stand 
back from the streets with lawns and 
flowers 
and trees, the march of im- 
provement is particularly noticeable 
—as indeed it well might be, for the 
place has doubled In size since I left. 


These dwellings indicated 
to me 


next, was by no means so impressive; 
for, being regarded chiefly as a pro- 
vider of political 
places, 
ho was 
forced, when he walked abroad, to 
assume 
an 
abstraction 
profound 
enough to mako him oblivious of 
the hungry eyes of his constituents. 
I fear that his was not a happy life, 
at least whon ho was at home, which 
grow more and more seldom. 


The General, 
however, 
loved to 
parade his tall, proud 
figure. 
It was 
currently reported that ho woro stays. 
Certainly ho carried his shoulders al- 
ways ready for epaulettes and his 
head 
poised for a chapeau. 
For 
years ho longed to be elected a Con- 
gressman, but always in vain. 
A 
tradition that he had once compared 
a poor man to a wot dog embodied 
the popular distrust of his aristocra- 
tic nature; and his pet speech of 
compliment to cach village where he 
spoke—that 
the 
fairness 
of 
its 
daughters almost persuaded him to 
renounce his bachelorhood—usually 
waked sarcasm, rather than applause. 


After the General came the Col- 
onel, an attorney so genial that, it 
was said, he habitually 
bowed 
to 
trees and hitching posts, from mere 
foi *ce of habit, 
Every ono suspected 
him of storing up popularity against 
the day when he might run for office, 
Whether he ever compassed of even 
desired such an end, I do not know. 


The Town Beauty, I learned, had 
long since married an ofllcer in the 
army. 
We had, I think, even more 
than our share of handsome 
girls, 
but to gaze upon her was such an un- 
alloyed delight that she came to be 
prized as one of the chief attractions 
of the town. 
It used to be said, jo- 
cosely. that after visitors had seen 
the new court house, they were al- 
v/ays made to wait until she passed, 
before any one would show them the 
way to the fair grounds. 
Certainly 
she never disappointed the fondest 
anticipations, except during one sad 
season when the whole town mourn- 
ed. 
Most inexcusably she had at- 
tempted to improve the lily and the 
rose of her complexion by means of 
a cosmetic, v/hich must have been de- 
vised solely to further the sale of the 
same manufacturer's healing lotions. 
The damage wrought was most dis- 
tressing. and recovery was slow and 
anxious, but happily complete. There 
was some desire to express the public 
anxiety that there be no more such 
experiments; but the lesson had been 


exhausted and they went to bed 
tent. 


These 
voluntoer 
firo 
companies 
were centres of the intensest interest, 
making up In anticipation and prep- 
aration for tho practical 
efllciency

This was easily welcomed as practi- 
cally our only opportunity for famil- 
iarity with the histrionic art. for the 
attractions of the town theatre wore 
not of a sort to be generally approved. 
I remember, however, attending at 
least one performance when 
young 
enough to be tremendously puzzled 
by the diflilculties of a harlequin in 
attempting to get through a wall the 
door of which mysteriously changed 
from place to place, while from time 
to time tho wall became all doors or 
showed no doors at all. 


What a Sensitive Man Did. 


Sometimes the few bookish people 
gathered into reading clubs or wel- 
comed visiting 
lecturers, who also 
conducted discussions and criticised 
essays, when anybody 
wrote 
them. 
The only lecture I recall dealt with 
Rugby, and impressed partly for Tom 
Brown's sake, but chiefly because on 
that occasion the most sensitive man 
in the town covered himself 
with 
confusion by absent mindedly clap- 
ping his hands together in pursuit of 
a mosquito, with the efi^ect of ap- 
plauding loudly at a most inappro- 
priate time. 
The after lecture dis- 
cussions struck me 
then 
as very 
learned, hut I judge now that I must 
have been easily impressed, since the 
only specimen I remember was the 
statement that "Carlyle was a bear, 
wallowing in a sea of words," made 
by the principal of the high school. 


Even now I should consider him 
as remarkable as his rhetoric. 
F o r 
he was not only the ofiîcial head of 
the dozen schools in his building, but 
he also taught, alone and unaided, 
all of the classes in the high school, 
preparing us for college in every sub- 
ject from algebra to zoology, and do- 
ing it well. 
His only limitation was 
that he chewed tobacco, secretly, or 
as secretly as he was able with the. 
eyes of thirty boys constantly upon 
him. 


Not the least interesting feature of 
my visit was the opportunity it pro- 
vided for noting the present status of 
old schoolmates.

learned, and thereafter her loveliness 
only bloomed the richer. 


The persons mentioned 
were all 
conspicuous members 
of the local

together with all such persons as 
were distinguished for family, and a 
Felection from thost' who were dis- 
tinguished for wealth, made up a 
sumev/hat cxclusivf set, which gave 
an annual ball, invited friends to din- 
ner, and went on vacations—some- 
times even to Kuropo.

great majority, the men were devoted 
chiefly to business and some few to

the town library,

people 
bicycles 
were popular to a degree that once, 
in the daxti of old, high wheels, drew 
even a national meet to the old town. 
But tho simple attractions 
of the 
place palled on our traveled guests, 
and tho occabinn began to look like a 
failure until, in the evening, tho en- 
tertainment cummiitee got together 
and started a false alarm of 
fire, 
which allowed the visitors to pull the 
hand apparatus of tho local fire com- 
panies madly about the streets, until

Even the fact that 
the two most harum-scarum had be- 
come responsible bank directors, was 
explained by the remembrance 
that 
you^Jiful lawlessness may often rep- 
resent merely a superabundance of 
excellent energy. 
The school dreamer 
had become the chief confectioner of 
the town, expending his imagination 
on a nev/ art shop and a summer gar- 
den lighted by the electric eyes of 
Cheshire cats and owls perched in 
the trees. 
The serious boy had ac- 
quired practice as a physician until 
his stout body and large head seemed 
bursting Avlth incommunicable knov/1- 
edge 
concerning the 
local 
human 
comedy. 
The clever boy had become 
a successful attorney, more than sat- 
isfied with his profession as an es- 
cellent working hypothesis in an un- 
inteliglble world. 
The boy who had 
become a musician pleased me, per- 
haps, most of all. 
With a talent that 
would win distinction anywhere, ho 
rejected the distractions of cities for 
a 
simple 
environment, 
v/here he 
might discover and develop his spon- 
taneous self. 


A Change in Old Comrades, 


If those I had knoVn as boyâ were 
nov/ men, thoso I had known as ma- 
ture were old now. The fine old 
clergyman who for years had led in 
every movement for things of good 
report now saw much of his seed 
bring forth abundantly, and he had 
the personal satisfaction of knowing 
that his youngest son had won dis- 
tinction as the first Rhodes scholar 
from his State. 
The one local artist, 
a landscape 
painter, 
still 
pursued 
with modest determination his hon- 
est, if undistinguished, toil. The old 
florist 
was still the finest of idealists 
in his devotion to nature, irrespective 
of 
worldly considerations. 
I was 
happy to note that he seemed to have 
prospered materially, in spite of his 
fundness for giving and his distaste 
for selling his flowers. 


One or two old men I had known 
regaled me with memories of ''the 
Rebellion," and of the Installation of 
the town water works. 
But most of 
my familiars of that generation had 
passed away. 
Tho two old admirals 
who had so strangely chosen such an

the old doctor who urged his horse 
by e:splosively uttering the words **ef- 
fervescenf' and '•fundamental,'* tho 
little old librarian with his fondness'

From the point of view 
of contrasting the residential values 
of capital and province, the advan- 
tages of the old town are, perhaps, 
largely of a negative character» But 
all the essentials of life are there, al- 
though In little, and success being so 
much less difllcult, and failure so 
much less disastrous, the balance of 
vitality left over is satlsfyingly large. 
It was not at all a bad place to spend 
one's youth, and it would be by no 
means a had setting for one's old age.

CONDITIONS ON MARS. 


From "Th3 Call of Another World,*' by ChJiles 
Torquet. In the Metropolitan Mazazlne. 


The days in Mars are of about the 
same length 
as ours: 
twenty-four 
hours» thirty-nine minutes, 
twenty- 
three seconds. 
Mars makes her orbit 
around the sun in a little more than 
G8G days, therefore the seasons are 
almost twice as long as they are with 
us. 
The atmosphere of Mars is rich 
in watery vapors. 
Oceans can be 
seen, and at the poles thick ice, which 
melts when 
summer 
comes. Tho 
variations 
in temperature 
are ex- 
treme. 
Mars receives only half as 
much solar heat as our globe does. 
The sun appeal's half as large, and 
the nights r.eceive their light from 
two moons, which are smaller than 
ours—Deimos and Phobos. 


The weight is such that one of our* 
kilograms would only weigh 
three 
hundred and seventy-six grams there. 
A man is only able to carry his own 
weight on his back. 
Transported to 
Mars, he could carry three times as 
much, something like two hundred 
and twenty-five kilos. 
In taking ob- 
servations of Mars through the tele- 
scope, one can see a distinct red 
disk, marked with more or less bril- 
liant spots. 
Some of the spots which 
are greenish are the oceans, other 
very red 
ones are the 
continents, 
greater in extent than the oceans, 
which is the opposite to the v/ay the 
earth is disposed. 
The most 
bril- 
liant spots are the ice-covered re- 
gions of the poles, and. the clouds 
are almost equally bright. 
The at- 
mosphere of Mars is more transpar- 
ent than ours, and its sky is incom- 
parably clear. 


The waters of Mars are niore di- 
vided and distributed in inland seas 
joined by long arms, which are some- 
times Incurwng, but oftenest almost 
rectilinear, and which mark the bril- 
liant surface of the planet with dark 
lines, just as the line of lead divides 
the panes of glass in our church win- 
dows. 
All these dark lines form a 
pattern which is relatively symmetri- 
cal, and v/hich does not seem to have 
been made by chance. 
A plan so 
regular must have been designed, and 
for a long time the observers of Mars 
have been disposed to consider these 
lines as canals dug by the inhabitants 
of the planet for the needs of their 
civilization.

fuls rice, 1-2 cup sugar, 1-2 cup rais- 
ins, pinch of salt, 3 pints milk, butter 
size of a walnut, nutmeg to flavor.

Put 2-3 
of this into 2 tins of the same size 
and bake. To the-remaining 1-3 add 
3 teaspoonfuls o^f molasses. 1-4 tea- 
spoonful ground cloves and 1-2 tea- 
spoonful cinnamon, 1-2 cup raisins, 
1-2 cup currants. 
Bake in same irind 
of tin as ethers, and put frosting be- 
tween.

The writer has but recently re­ 
turned f*om a visit to the homo of 
his youth with a bundle 
of such 
pleasant memories that he is tempted 
to set them down as a stimulus to 
the remembrance of others who look 
back upon early days in a small town. 


In the first part of the journey 
thither, repeated 
efforts 
failed 
to 
conjure up anything like a full and 
definite picture of the place. 
But, 
suddenly» as so often happens, the 
mists of memory cleared, and it 
seemed as though I had never been 
atcay. 
This almost theatrical change 
causing me to look about with sur­ 
prise, I became quickly aware that 
the train had swung inf» 
the be­ 
ginning of what we used to call “The 
Happy Valley.** With a sigh of con­ 
tent, I sank back into comfort of old 
adjustments, with a sense of their 
completeness that could come only 
from a knowledge of later malad­ 
justments to compare them with. 


This valley, 
perhaps a hundred 
miles long and from a dozen to a 
score of miles wide, is walled in by 
blue mountain ridges of from twelve 
hundred to two 
thousand 
feet in 
height, their bases sweeping nearer 
or further and their sky lines high­ 
er or lower in a series of almost sym­ 
metrical curves. The same restrained 
variety characterizes the surface of 
the valley, which billows and rolls 
throughout like a solidified section 
of midocean. 
The mountains, foot­ 
hills and small patches of the valley 
are still covered with oak aud chest­ 
nut, pine and cedar timber, which 
makes spring time delightful and the 
autumn splendid. 
Eljewhere all is 
fertile farm land, squarely fenced or 
marked with low walls of ever avail­ 
able limestone, which also provides 
firm, smooth roads stretching away 
in every direction over hill and mead­ 
ow. 
Many farm houses and barns 
are built of this stone, softened with 
the mellowness of 
years. 
Later 
structures of local brick with slate 
roofs.seem scarcely less sturdy. 


This same pleasant variety of sur­ 
face and solidity of building char­ 
acterizes the town itself. 
Cheerful 
two-and-one-half-story houses, of red 
brick, with green shutters still pre­ 
vail, 
although 
about the 
central 
square and along the business blocks 
the height is usually greater. 
I well 
remember the builder of the first 
three-story house in town. The first 
four-story structure was reared in 
my boyhood. 
Its completion 
was 
celebrated with fireworks 
and the 
first electric lights seen in the town. 
Now there are even cut stone bank 
fronts, aud they 
are 
building an 
apartment house and a five-story de­ 
partment store. 
Near the edges of 
the town, where the dwellings stand 
back from the streets with lawns and 
flowers and trees, the march of im­ 
provement is particularly noticeable 
— as indeed it well might be, for the 
place has doubled in size since I left. 


These dwellings indicated to me 
that local prosperity had caused the 
tide of physical well-being to rise to 
the second, or shelter, stage, 
For­ 
merly, ideas of luxury centered chief­ 
ly in food, which was consumed in a 
variety and abundance that would 
have made a dietian shudder. 
The 
land is still one of plenty of good 
cheer, and a progress through the 
town would delight the monarch who 
said, “Let me have men about me 
who 
are fat,” 
but 
other creature 
comforts have come to be considered 
also. 
The stage of personal adorn­ 
ment has yet to be reached;the men 
seldom have their hair trimmed or 
their trouser? pressed, and the cos­ 
tume of the women is simple. 
The 
local 
attention 
t ) 
such 
matters 
seemed interestingly different frorn 
the metropolitan order of clothing, 
chelter, food. 


The Old Town Ilall, 


But it was not progress that I had 
chiefly come to see, 
I found myself 
returning repeatedly to the old town 
hall, which one? sheltered the oldest 
bank and is still surmounted by a 
tower of strange local architecture, 
bearing an equally erratic clock. 
All 
this, like everything else in 
the 
place, seemed by no means so large 
or so imposing as I had remembered 
It, and the bank's disappearance pre­ 
vented the repetition of our one local 
author’s jest concerning “the bank 
where the wild thyme grows.” But 
.when I once more climbed the tower 
and picked out, one by one, the old 
landmarks, I felt all of my early 
fondness for the place return, 
No 
one, I believe, can be without a cer­ 
tain proprietary affection for a place 
upon which he has often looked down 
from a tower. 


There, above the tow r, my memory 


next, was by no means so impressive; 
for, being regarded chiefly as a pro­ 
vider of political 
places, 
he 
was 
forced, when he walked abroad, to 
assume 
an 
abstraction 
profound 
enough to make him oblivious 
of 
the hungry eyes of his constituents. 
I fear that his was not a happy life, 
at least when he was at home, which 
grew more and more seldom. 


The General, however, loved to 
parade his tall, proud figure.

These 
volunteer

making up in anticipation and prep­

Even more, if possible, than by the 
fire companies, our interest was stir­ 
red by the annual county fair, which, 
for four days in the autumn, crowd­ 
ed the town with visitors and filled 
the central square, of evenings, with 
all sorts of traveling mountebanks. 
This was easily welcomed as practi­ 
cally our only opportunity for famil­ 
iarity with the histrionic art, for the 
attractions of the town theatre wore 
currently reported that he wore stays. 
Certainly ho carried his shoulders al- I not o3f a sort to be generally approved, 
ways ready for epaulettes and his I 1 remember, however, attending at 
head poised for a chapeau. 
For 
years he longed to be elected a Con­ 
gressman, but alwaj's in vain. 
A 
tradition that he had once compared 
a poor man to a wet dog embodied 
the popular distrust of his aristocra­ 
tic nature; and his pet speech of 
compliment to each village where he 
spoke— that 
the 
fairness 
of 
its 
daughters almost persuaded him to 
renounce his bachelorhood—usually 
waked sarcasm, rather than applause. 


After the General came the Col­ 
onel, an attorney so genial that, it 
was said, he habitually bowed 
to 
trees and hitching posts, from mere 
force of habit. 
Every one suspected 
him of storing up popularity against 
the day when he might run for office. 
Whether he ever compassed of even 
desired such an end, I do not know. 


The Town Beauty, I learned, had 
long since married an officer in the 
army. 
We had, I think, even more 
than our share of handsome girls, 
but to gaze upon her -was such an un­ 
alloyed delight that she came to be 
prized as one of the chief attractions 
of the town. 
It used to be said, jo­ 
cosely, that after visitors had seen 
the new court house, they were al­ 
ways made to wait until she passed, 
before any one would show them the 
way to the fair grounds. 
Certainly 
she never disappointed the fondest 
anticipations, except during one sad 
season when the whole town mourn­ 
ed. 
Most inexcusably she had at­ 
tempted to improve the lily and the 
rose of her complexion by means of 
a cosmetic, which must have been de­ 
vised solely to further the sale of the 
same manufacturer’s healing lotions. 
The damage wrought was most dis­ 
tressing, and recovery was slow and 
anxious, but happily complete. There 
was some desire to express the public 
anxiety that there be no more such

by the principal of the high school. 


Even now I should consider him 
as remarkable as his rhetoric. 
For 
he was not only the official head of 
the dozen schools in his building, but 
he also taught, alone and unaided, 
all of the classes in the high school, 
preparing us for college in every sub­ 
ject from algebra to zoology, and do­ 
ing it well. 
His only limitation was 
that he chewed tobacco, secretly, or 
as secretly as he was able with the. 
eyes of thirty boys constantly upon 
him. 


Not the least interesting feature of 
my visit was the opportunity it pro­ 
vided for noting the present status of 
old schoolmates.

learned, and thereafter her loveliness 
only bloomed the richer, 


The persons mentioned were all 
conspicuous members of the 
local 
aristocracy, to which the professions 
of law, and to a lesser degree, of 
medicine, were the open sesame. The 
chief members of these professions, 
together with all such persons as 
were distinguished for family, aud a 
selection from those who were dis­ 
tinguished for wealth, made up 
a 
somewhat exclusive set, which gave 
an annual ball, invited friends to din­ 
ner, and went on vacations— some­ 
times even to Europe. 
As for the 
great majority, the men were devoted 
chiefly to business and some few to 
politics; the women to their homes 
and their churches, which last regu- 
lated all of their social 
their religious activities.

For the recreation of our elders 
there was always a great deal of 
driving.

To my boyhood the mountains rep­ 
resented not only untamed nature, 
but their hotels were outposts of the 
great world beyond.

represented history also, for on the 
side of one was a battlefield, marked 
with a huge cairn of stones, and they 
inc; nt literature, as well, for in one 
of the gaps was the home of an au- f 
thor wh< i5.' novels and poems were in 
the town library, 


With 
us 
young people bicycles 
were popular to a degree that once, 
in the da> s of old, high wheels, drew 
even a national meet to the old town. 
But the simple attractions 
of 
the 
place palled on our traveled guests, 
and the occa&lnn began to look like a 
failure until, in the evening, the en­ 
tertainment committee got together 
and started a false alarm of fire, 
which allowed the visitors to pull the 
hand apparatus of the local fire com­ 
panies madly about the streets, until 
thfcir superabundant energies were 


have 
been 
anticipated from their 
youthful traits. 
Even the fact that 
the two most harum-scarum had be­ 
come responsible bank directors, was 
explained by the remembrance that 
youthful lawlessness may often rep­ 
resent merely a superabundance of 
excellent energy. 
The school dreamer 
had become the chief confectioner of 
the town, expending his imagination 
on a new art shop and a summer gar­ 
den lighted by the electric eyes of 
Cheshire cats and owls perched in 
the trees. 
The serious boy had ac­ 
quired practice as a physician until 
his stout body and large head seemed 
bursting with incommunicable knowl­ 
edge concerning the 
local 
human 
comedy. 
The clever boy had become 
a successful attorney, more than sat­ 
isfied with his profession as an ex­ 
cellent working hypothesis in an un- 
inteligible world. 
The boy who had 
become a musician pleased me, per­ 
haps, most of all. 
With a talent that 
would win distinction anywhere, he 
rejected the distractions of cities for 
a 
simple 
environment, 
where 
he 
might discover and develop his spon­ 
taneous self. 


A Change in Old Comrades, 


If those I had kmftvn as boys were 
now men, thoso I had known as ma­ 
ture were old now. 
The fine old 
clergyman who for years had led in 
every movement for things of good 
report now saw much of his seed 
bring forth abundantly, and he had 
the personal satisfaction of knowing 
that his youngest son had won dis­ 
tinction as the first Rhodes scholar 
from his State. 
The one local artist, 
a landscape painter, still 
pursued 
with modest determination his hon­ 
est, if undistinguished, toil. 
The old 
florist was still the finest of idealists 
in his devotion to nature, irrespective 
of worldly considerations. 
I was 
happy to note that he seemed to have 
prospered materially, in spite of his 
fondness for giving and his distaste 
for selling his flowers. 


One or two old men I had known 
regaled me with memories of “the 
Rebellion,” and of the installation of 
the town water works. 
But most of 
my familiars of that generation had 
passed away. 
Tho two old admirals 
who had so strangely chosen such an 
inland berth for their final cruise, 
the old doctor who urged his horse 
by explosively uttering the words “ef­ 
fervescent” and “fundamental,” tho 
little old librarian with his fondness' 


fop Joiephus, and the sadly wheety 
conductor of “The Madrigal Club”— 
even the decayed old gentlewoman 
who wore different colored wigs to 
suit her gowns—all were now gone. 


But, in spite of many such ab­ 
sences, and of some sadder memories, 
my visit was one of profound and 
lasting pleasure. 
I did not mind tho 
omniscient 
small 
town 
scrutiny, 
which somehow apprised my friends 
of all I had been doing, even before 
I called. 
And I found the whole 
place full of the most delightful lit­ 
tle interests, even for one who had 
so little of “the restless analyst” 
about him. 
From the point of view 
of contrasting the residential values 
of capital and province, the advan­ 
tages of the old town are, perhaps, 
largely of a negative character. 
But 
all the essentials of life are there, al­ 
though in little, and success being so 
much less difficult, and failure so 
much less disastrous, the balance of 
vitality left over is satisfyingly large. 
It was not at all a bad place to spend 
one’s youth, and it would be by no 
means a bad setting for one’s old age.

• CONDITIONS ON MARS.

The days in Mars are of about the 
same length 
as ours: 
twenty-four 
hours, thirty-nine minutes, twenty- 
three seconds. 
Mars makes her orbit 
around the sun in a little more than 
G8G days, therefore the seasons are 
almost twice as long as they are with 
us. 
The atmosphere of Mars is rich 
in watery vapors. 
Oceans can be 
seen, and at the poles thick ice, which 
melts when 
summer 
comes. 
Tho 
variations 
in temperature 
are ex­ 
treme. 
Mars receives only half as 
much solar heat as our globe does. 
The sun appeal's half as large, and 
the nights r.eceive their light from 
two moons, which are smaller than 
ours— Deimos and Phobos. 


The weight is such that one of our* 
kilograms would only weigh three 
hundred and seventy-six grams there. 
A man is only able to carry his own 
weight on his back. 
Transported to 
Mars, he could carry three times as 
much, something like two hundred 
and twenty-five kilos. 
In taking ob­ 
servations of Mars through the tele­ 
scope, one can see a distinct red 
disk, marked with more or less bril­ 
liant spots. 
Some of the spots which 
are greenish are the oceans, other 
very red 
ones are the 
continents, 
greater in extent than the oceans, 
which is the opposite to the way the 
earth is disposed. 
The most bril­ 
liant spots are the ice-covered re­ 
gions of the poles, and. the clouds 
are almost equally bright. 
The at­ 
mosphere of Mars is more transpar­ 
ent than ours, and its sky is incom­ 
parably clear. 


The waters of Mars are more di­ 
vided and distributed in inland seas 
joined by long arms, which are some­ 
times incurwng, but oftenest almost 
rectilinear, and which mark the bril­ 
liant surface of the planet with dark 
lines, just as the line of lead divides 
the panes of glass in our church win­ 
dows. 
All these dark lines form a 
pattern which is relatively symmetri­ 
cal, and which does not seem to have 
been made by chance. 
A plan so 
regular must have been designed, and 
for a long time the observers of Mars 
have been disposed to consider these 
lines as canals dug by the inhabitants 
of the planet for the needs of their 
civilization.

Russians in Our Army. 


A curious racial tendency has been 
shown lately in the new enlistment 
in the yanks of the 
United States 
army, at any rate so far as the work 
•of the recruiting stations in this city 
is concerned. 
An unusually large 
number of Russians have been enlist­ 
ing for the service, the * percentage 
sometimes running up to well above 
50 per cent of the total enlistments. 


At one of the local recruiting sta­ 
tions in this city the officer in chargc 
reported that out of 13 enlistments 
made in a single day last week, no 
less than six wore Russians. 
On 
other days even this high percentage 
has been exceeded. 


“A large number of the Russians 
who are now enlisting in the United 
States army,” said one of the re­ 
cruiting officers lately, “have already 
seen service in the Russian army. I 
think it would be safe to say that 
75 per cent of them have seen such 
service, and of 
those

have 
•served in the Russian army nearly all 
were engaged in the recent conflict 
with Japan.”—New York Sun.

HABITS OF THE TARANTUU. 


I t C. E. HDTCIiNSOII» 


The great tarantula of the South- 
-western part of ^he United States, 
.like many another polBonous crea- 
|ture, as well as some that are quite 
fearmless» is much maligned, 
It is 
,»ot aggressive upon man» nor is It 
»cften Intrusive, though many an old 
.miner or 
prospector has 
"shaken 
.them out of his blankets or boots in 
,the morning." 
Strange to say, ta- 
rantulas thus dislodged are usually 
*'the size of a saucer." 


It is often stated that the spider 
frisks about in the sunshine on tho 
hot sands of the desert, but.in reality 
it avoids sunshine when it is hot, and 
remains well down in its burrow In 
(the 
ground. 
About 
sundown. It 
comes up to the opening and lies In 
fWait Just below the surface. 
It as- 
sumes this position whether it de- 
«ires food or wishes only to get a bit 
'of 
fresh 
air. 
It 
does not travel 
about In Quest of food, even when 
iiungry, but remains quietly in the 
attitude described, often for 
hours 
at a time. 
At the near approach of 
a caterpillar, grasshopper, beetle or 
'almost any creature of like size, other 
than its enemy the wasp. It rushes 
out and seizes it; but rarely goes 
farther than a few Inches from the 
opening. 
Should 
the 
prey, when 
first arrested, simulate death, which 
often is the case, since usually it Is 
not at once wounded, the spider, un- 
less it is very hungry, remains quiet 
.until tho 
Insect moves, 
when the 
needle-pointed fangs are thrust into 
It. 
By pausing. It learns the nature 
of the object seized. 
The spider then 
i^etreats with it Into its burrow, to 
feast, where the prey Is ground up 
by the powerful mandibles, and the 
liquid portion, upon which the spider 
subsists, Is sucked out. 
One falr- 
eized insect a week Is sufficient to 
satisfy its hunger, because of its In- 
active existence, while It can 
live 
several months without food, even 
when most active, provided it 
has 
tvater. 
The spider will fight and de- 
stroy Its own kind, but when equally 
matched tho combatants spar for an 
advantage and rarely clinch 
unless 
one relinquishes Its viligance, when 
the other buries Its fangs in It, 
It 
does not then relinquish Its hold un- 
til the helpless captive dies of par- 
alj'sis. induced by the poison Inject- 
ed. 
Death results In ten or twenty 
minutes. 
There are 
approximately 
seven or eight females to each male. 
The adult males are highly energetic 
and. unlike their phlegmatic mates, 
cannot be kept long In confinement. 
They wear themselves out in cease- 
less endeavor to escape. 
This strik- 
ing degree of activity Is an essential 
attribute, since the females live often 
remote from one another and 
take 
no Initiative In the courtship. 
^ The tarantula does not dig Its own 
tunnel. 
It takes possession of some 
deserted burrow, usually that of a 
pocket gopher, which to the 
adult 
spider 
seems 
highly 
satisfactory. 
These burrows 
run, for 
the most 
part, 
horizontally, but 
the spider 
enters through a short vertical shaft. 
The burrows are two or three Inches 
In diameter, but the spider at once 
restricts the enti'ance nearly to the 
diameter of Its own body. 
It does 
this In a singular 
and 
Interesting 
manner, 
affording 
a 
striking ex- 
ample 
illustrating 
the 
wide 
re- 
sourcefulness of lowly creatures. The 
spinnerets are two flexible and mov- 
able processes upon the under side of 
which are long rows of pores from 
which the silk is drawn out in a 
multiplicity of frail threads. 
With 
these organs, free particles of earth 
on the floor of the burrow are cov- 
ered with a frail gauze which Is then 
wadded together, along^ with 
much 
of the loose earth, which adheres to 
It. 
The wad Is then carried up and 
pressed 
against 
the 
vertical 
wall, 
where it adheres, wheu It Is further 
secured In place with more silk. The 
wads may be a half Inch In diameter, 
and often many are required to finish 
the task. 


In autumn, the spider closes the 
entrance completely, frequently using 
a large quantity of material. 
It is 
then ready to pass the winter in a 
semi-lethargic state, partaking of no 
food. 
In the spring it digs Its way 
out, the refuse being placed In 
a 
circle about the opening, where 
it 
renders the abode conspicuous. 
If 
the 
buri'ow 
proves 
untenantable 
another one Is sought at once. There 
is evidence tending to show that the 
Bpider does not seek another habi- 
tation as long as the old one is suit- 
ed to its needs; and quite often a 
number have been found that had 
lived 
at least three years in 
one 
place, judging by the number of dis- 
carded skins of suggestive size found 
In the burrow. 
During the growth of 
the" tarantula, which requires about 
twenty years, it sheds its entire skin 
once each year—In mid-summer. The 
event 1« an Important one to 
the 
spider, and as it is then quite help- 
less, the 
entrance 
is 
previously 
closed, a sheet of silk drawn across 
It suflicing. 
I In June two or three hundred eggs 
are produced in a mass which Is at 
once covered with silk. 
The tunnel, 
unlike that of the trap-door spider, 
Is not lined with silk; therefore to 
guard the eggs against 
contamina- 
tion, while they are uncovered, the 
spider first Incloses itself In a silk 
bag, sufficiently large to allow It to 
turn 
around 
freely. 
I think 
that 
this feature has not before been de- 
gcribed. 
The discovery was made by 
watching spiders in captivity, numer- 
ous brief 
inspections 
having 
been 
jnade 
at 
suitable 
intervals. 
The 
oubject's aversion to light and 
to 
being disturbed 
at this 
period is 
quite apparent, and any 
prolonged 
or too frequent inspection causes it 
to abandon the task, so the entire 
operation cannot be learned from a 


single spider« 
tfnlsss It Is eaptar^t 
Within a few days of tho time that 
the cocoon is to be made, the sftdor 
makes no effort whatever to preservs 
tho eggs. 
The large envelope Inclos* 
Ing the spider is quite frail» but its 
distension is Insured by attachments 
to the wall of the burrow; and while 
It is very thin It Is so closely woven 
that the finest dust is excluded. The 
floor of this silken cell is raised a 
little above the floor of the burrow. 
Soon after the egg mass is properly 
Inclosed In its covering, the fabric 
inclosing the spider is tern away. 
The finished cocoon is over fin Inch 
In diameter and shaped like a de- 
pressed globe. 
The young emerge 
from the cocoon In midsummer and 
after 
shedding 
their 
skins, 
are 
found to be the size of a house fly 
divested of its wings. 
They remain 
during the summer in the maternal 
domicile, seemingly a happy family; 
but in autumn they leave, one by one, 
each seeking some hole, suited to Its 
size, which It proceeds to clean out 
and barricade in conventional man- 
ner, 
Nature will favor two, perhaps, 
out of as many hundreds, and pro- 
tect them until they die of old age, 
at the end of twenty-five or thirty 
years.—From the 
Scientific 
Ameri- 
can.

think, I took out the letters and said, 
"Spell dog." 
This was a word which 
he had never spelled before, and I 
gave him no clew whatever, yet he 
spelled It correctly and without hesi* 
tation.

But I don*t suppose it 
could be done In tho san\e way now, 
because I understand that the foot- 
ball players cost 
about £2000. 


"By giving up playing tho Romans 
became puny.

comparisons between the Romans at 
their fall and the Britons at the pres- 
ent time."

PARIS. 


Nearly Two Million Arrivals and De- 
partures in a Year, 


According 
to

police 
figures 
Paris has the largest 
floating 
popu- 
lation 
In the 
world.

128,000 visitors came to the city and 
130.000 departed. 


In February and March there was 
a 
drop, but the number 
went 
up 
again In April and May, 
In the lat- 
ter month the arrivals were 163,000 
and 161,000 visitors left the city. 


In June tlie number dropped again, 
but In July those who came and went 
were alike 157.000 in round 
num- 
bers. 
September 
brought 
167,000 
arrivals and there were 165,000 de- 
partures. 
The maximum was in Oc- 
tober, when the number either way 
was more than 201,000. 


November was about the same as 
September, with departures in a large 
majority, and December, It Is esti- 
mated, will be about like January. 
The total of comers and goers for 
tho entire year Is estimated at not 
far from 1,750,000. 
The transients 
are accommodated by 11,530 hotels 
and 
boarding 
houses.—New 
York 
Sun.

CORNER IN WILD PEPPER. 
Evidently Americans were hustlers 
and stratoglsts of commerce from tho 
beginning. 
For witness a good story 
of fact as told by Ralph D. Paine, in 
Tho Outing Magazine, under the title 
of "Pioneers in Distant Seas:" 


"In 1793. Captain Jonathan Garnes, 
of Salem, was looking for trade along 
tho Sumatra coast. 
Touching at the 
port of Bencoalcu, he happened 
to 
learn that wild p^r-'i might be found 
along the northwest 
of Sumatra.' 
The Dutch East India Cnmpan> was 
not as alert as this s 'litary Yankee 
shipmaster, 
roaming along 
stmngo 
and hostile coasts. 


"Captain Carnes kopt hi? Itnowl- 
edgo to himself, completed his voyauo 
to Salem, and there \vhlspored U to 
a merchant. Jonathan Peele, that as 
soon as possible a secret expedition 
should bo fitted out. 
Mr, Pivlo or- 
dered a fast schooner built. 
Sh • was 
called tho Rajah, and carrird 
four 
guns and ten men. 
There was much 
gossiping speculation about hor des- 
tination. but 
Captain 
Carnes had 
nothing at all to say. 
In Novembi'.-, 
1795, ho cleared for Sumatra 
and 
not a soul In Salem except his ownor 
and hlmseU 
knew whither he was 
bound. 
Her 
cargo 
consisted 
of 
brandy, gin, Iron, tobacco and dried 
ilsh to be bartered for wild pepper. 


"For eighteen months no word re- 
turned from the Rajah, and hrr mys- 
terious quest. 
Captain Carnes might 
have been v/recked on coasts whereof 
he had no charts, or he might have 
been slain by hostile natives. 
But 
Jonathan 
Peele, 
having 
risked 
his 
stake as Salem merchants wore wont 
to do, busied himself with other af- 
fairs and pinnod 
his faith 1 j 
the 
proven sagacity and pluck of Jona- 
than Carnes. 


"At last, a string of signal flags 
fluttered from a station at the harbor 
mouth. 
Jonathan Peelo r^achod for 
his spy-glass, and saw a schooner's 
topsails lifting from seaward. 
The 
Rajah had come home, and when she 
let go her anchor in Salem harbor, 
CapLain 
Jonathan 
Carnes 
brought

In February and March there was 
a drop, but the number went up 
again in April and May.

and 161,000 visitors left the city. 


In June tile number dropped again, 
but In July those who came and went 
were alike 157,000 in round num­ 
bers. 
September 
brought 
167,000 
arrivals and there were 165,000 de­ 
partures. 
The maximum was in Oc­ 
tober, when the number either way 
was more than 201,000. 


November was about the same as 
September, with departures in a large 
majority, and December, it is esti­ 
mated, will be about like January. 
The total of comers and goers for 
the entire year is estimated at not 
far from 1,750,000.

are accommodated by 11,530 hotels 
and 
boarding 
houses.— New 
York

CORNER IN WILD PEPPER. 
Evidently Americans were hustlers 
and strategists of commerce from tho 
beginning. 
For witness a good story 
of fact as toUl by Ralph D. Paine, in 
The Outing Magazine, under the title 
of “Pioneer in Distant Seas:” 


“In 1793, Captain Jonathan Carnes, 
of Salem, was looking for trade along 
tho Sumatra coast. 
Touching at the 
port of Bencoalen, ho happened to 
loarn that wild pep i might be found 
along tho northwest r.^ast of Sumatra. 
Tho Dutch East India Compan> was 
not as alert as this s »utary Yankee 
shipmaster, roaming along strange 
and hostile coasts. 


“Captain Carnes kept his knowl­ 
edge to himself, completed his voyauo 
to Salem, and there whispered it to 
a merchant, Jonathan Peele, that as 
soon as possible a secret expedition 
should bo fitted out. 
Mr. Pi ^le or­ 
dered a fast schooner built. 
Sh ' was 
called tho Rajah, and carried four 
guns and ten men. 
Thero was much 
gossiping speculation about her des­ 
tination, but 
Captain 
Carnes had 
nothing at all to say. 
In November, 
1795, ho cleared for Sumatra and 
not a soul in Salem except his owner 
and himself knew whither he was 
bound. 
Her 
cargo 
consisted 
of 
brandy, gin, Iron, tobacco and dried 
fish to be bartered for wild pepper. 


“For eighteen months no word re­ 
turned from the Rajah, and her mys­ 
terious quest. 
Captain Carnes might 
have been wrecked on coasts whereof 
he had no charts, or he might have 
been slain by hostile natives. 
But 
Jonathan Peele, having risked his 
stake as Salem merchants were wont 
to do, busied himself with other af­ 
fairs and pinned his faith to tho 
proven sagacity and pluck of Jona­ 
than Carnes. 


“At last, a string of signal flags 
fluttered from a station at the harbor 
mouth. 
Jonathan Peelo reached for 
his spy-glass, and saw a schooner’s 
topsails lifting from seaward. 
The 
Rajah had come home, and when she 
let go her anchor in Salem harbor, 
Captain Jonathan 
Carnes 
brought 
word ashore that he had scoured a 
cargo of wild pepper in bulk which 
would return a profit of at least 700 
per cent, on the total cost of the 
vessel and voyage. 


“In other words, this one ‘adven­ 
ture* 
of the Rajah realized what 
amounted to a comfortable fortune in 
that generation. 


“There 
was 
great 
excitement 
among the other Salem merchants. 
They forsook their desks to discuss 
this peper bonanza, but Captain Jona­ 
than Carnes had nothing to say and 
Mr. Jonathan Peele was as dumb as a 
Salem harbor clam. 
The Rajah was 
at once refitted for a second Sumatra 
voyage, and in their 
eagerness 
to 
fathom her dazzling secret, several 
rival merchants hastily made vessels 
ready for sea with orders to go to 
that coast as fast as canvas could 
carry them and endeavor to find out 
where Captain Carnes found his wild 
pepper. 
They hurried to Bencoolen, 
but were unsuccessful, and had to 
prooeed to India to fill their holds 
with whatever cargoes came to hand. 
Meanwhile tho Rajah slipped away 
for a second pepper voyage, and re­ 
turned with a hundred and fifty thou­ 
sand pounds of the precious condi­ 
ment.’'

A TARPON LEAP. 


In the big pass tarpon can best be 
caught from near the bottom of the 
channel and should be fished for with 
fifty feet of line and a luavy sinke.. 
In shallow water tho tarj.on leaps 
high in the air the iustant ho feels 
the hook, but in the pas* he of.en 
fights for a minute or t wu L^fo; * coin­ 
ing to tho surface. 
More than one* 
when I had come to fear that my 
tarpon was a shark he has suddenly 
shot abovo the surface, like a bullet 
from a gun, and in the first wild 
shake of his head thrown hook and 
bait fifty feet in the air, and ono even 
sent a four-ounce leaden sinker flying 
over my head from nearly twice that 
distance. 
Other tarpon when struck 
came straight up from* tho bottom, 
one grazing our gunwale as ho rose, 
and another leaping over the stern 
of the canoe. 
As soon as a tarpon 
was tired enough to let us pull the 
canoe beside him we removed the 
hook from his mouth and let him 
swim home to his family. 
It hap­ 
pened once that a tarpon was less 
tired than we had assumed. 
On that 
occasion we swam home and he had 
a good man-story to tell his friends. 


It had been counted a poor year 
for tarpon, yet in fifteen consecutive 
days of fishing we were fast to forty- 
four 
tarpon, each of 
which 
had 
jumped for us from one to twelve 
times. 
This 
high-water 
mark 
of 
twelve jumps was made by $ tarpon 
which was stimulated to his later 
efforts by the presence of a pursuing 
shark, and the twelfth jump was a 
double number. 
There was commo­ 
tion in the crimsoned water, new 
vigor at the other end of my line, 
and it was an hour later when I final­ 
ly landed on a sand bar a shark with 
an 
aldermanic 
stomach. 
A knife 
drawn across this distended organ 
disclosed the tarpon in sections with 
the hook still fast in his jaw, and
